Prom a friend in books I got a report that an unnamed Washington Post reporter 
is planning a Watergate book in collaboration with Bill Turner, of Kamparts* Although 
thi 3 friend i 3 far away and my means are limited, I undertook to learn more by phone , 

He say 3 there is not much he can add* 

I plan no Watergate book and I f m unpublishable on almost any subject* I f vo not 
tried motherhood, I must confess* So, I have no selfish interest in this* I would welcome 
all the responsible books on the subject that can come out and even look forward to what 
1 anticipate will be trash or worse, St* George 1 s collaboration with Piorini/Sturgis. 

Prom personal experience, I know Turner, his capabilities and lack of them and his 
emthods* Unless you regard speaking softly and politely as a major asset, he lacks any 
and possesses many liabilities© 

He is a professional plagLariser and was one of tho worst if not thevery worst of 
numerous bad influencesruon Jim Garrison, who needed no such help* 

I would prefer that my information bo wrong* I write in ease it isn't. 

Turner once lifted a largo part of a long Rampart3 piece from one of my books, with- 
out mention of it or mo. A mutual friend who dhided him was told, “Once Hal publishes 
any tiling, I regard it as in the public domain.” His record amply supports this* X can 
take you through his book on the radical right and allow you the source of pretty much 
of what he pretends is his own derring-do investigation. 

Only a former CIA man named Wood or Woods, who wont by the name of Bill Boxley, 
could have been closer to Garrison© If you tliink what hapi>ened to Cloy Shaw is catastro- 
phic, it is kindness compared to wliat Turner and Boxley cooked up and sold to Garrison 
for him to commemorate the anniversary of the JFK assassination in 1968* Aside from the 
great cost to tho man they were out to get and others, including one dead and his widow, 
all to be charged as assassins, the needless new national tragedy that would have resulted 
would have been painful to many. I don 1 1 think I will ever get over tho emotional cost 
of breaking tliat deal up. x t was not easy, given the little-known facta a) that Garrison 
and I havo barely boen speaking for years and b) he trusted these two moro than any others, 
including Ms own staff* On that caper, Boxley oamo up with memos supporting Turner and 
Turner with "evidence" supporting Boxley* They whipsawed Garrison, and when even he could 
no longor avoid it, ho fired Boxley and broke off with Turner* A third fink working with 
Boxley and for "Confidential" and tho rest of their typeset toilet paper fled town. 

I don't tliink anyone who lias worked on this story for the Post needs a collaborator, 
one of tho reasons I find it hard to credit the information I got frfca a good source .How- 
ever, if one i 3 , he might do worse, if he plans a Turner collaboration, /to see for him- 
self what I have* Confidentiality is tho sole condition* By the way, a Washington lawyer 
was with me at my invitation when I blew the third man on tills deal, no will confirm that 
these nuts were ready to act with no moro than suspicion, roost of that entirely unreasonable. 
What I have includes some of Turner 1 3 own memos on this orap..*Cnly an amateur thief could 
find any use for his professional assistance©
